Inauguration of a King in Mpongwe. 

It happened that Njogoni, a good friend of my own, was elected. The 
choice fell on him, in part because he came of a good family, but chiefly be- 
cause he was a favorite of the people and could get the most votes. I donot 
know that Njogoni had the slightest suspicion of his elevation. At any rate, 
if he had, he shammed ignorance very well. As he was walking on the 
shore, on the morning of the seventh day, he was suddenly set upon by the 
entire populace, who proceeded to a ceremony which is preliminary to the 
crowning, and which must deter any but the most ambitious men from aspir- 
ing to the crown. They surrounded him in a dense crowd, and then began 
to heap upon him every manner of abuse that the worst of mobs could 
imagine. Some spit in his face; some beat him with their fists; some kicked 
him; others threw disgusting objects at him; while those unlucky ones who 
stood on the outside, and could reach the poor fellow only with their voices, 


all his ancestors to the remotest generation. A stranger would not have 
given a cent for the life of him who was presently to be crowned. Amid all 
the noise and struggle, I caught the words which explained all this to me; 
for every few minutes some fellow, administering an especially severe blow 
or kick, would shout out, ‘‘ You are not our king yet; for a little while we 
will do what we please with you. By-and-by we shall have to do your will.” 
Njogoni bore himself like a man and a prospective king. He kept his temper, 
and took all the abuse with a smiling face. When it had lasted about half 
an hour, they took him to the house of the old king. Here he was seated,

| fire as we stood motionless on the defensive, and the crest of short hair which 
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and became again for a little while the victim of his people’s curses, Then 
all became silent; and the elders of the people rose and said, solemnly (the 
people repeating after them), ‘‘ Now we choose you for our king; we engage 
to listen to you and to obey you.”

Now followed a six 
days’ festival, during which the poor king, who had taken with the office also 
the name of his predecessor, was obliged to receive his subjects in his own 
house, and was not allowed to stir out; six days of indescribable gorging of 
food and bad rum—of beastly drunkenness and uproarious festivity. Num- 
bers of strangers came in from surrounding villages to pay their respects; 
and all brought more rum, more palm-wine, and more food. Every thing 
that tended toward festivity was given away, and all who came were

Before I could make up my mind, however, my hunter fired 
and killed the mother, who fell without a struggle. The mother fell, but the 
baby clung to her, and, with pitiful eries, endeavored to attract her attention. 
I cume up, and when it saw me it hid its poor little head in its mother’s breast. 
It could neither walk nor bite, so we could easily manage it; and I earried 
it. while the men bore the mother on a pole. When we got to the village 
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another scene ensued, ‘The men put the body down, and I set the little fel- 
low near. As soon as he saw his mother, he crawled to her and threw him- 
self on her breast. He did not find his accustomed nourishment, and I saw 
that he perceived something was the matter with the old one. He crawled 
over her body, smelt at it, and gave utterance, from time to time, to a plain- 
tive ery, “ Hoo, hoo, hvo,” which touched my heart. I could get no milk for 
this poor little fellow, who could not eat, and consequently died on the third 
day after he was caught. He seemed more docile than the other I had, for 
he already recognized my voice, and would try to hurry towards me when 
he saw me. 
The Nest-making Ape. 

As I was trudging along, rather tired of the sport, I happened to look up 
at a high tree which we were passing, and saw a most singular-looking shel- 
ter built in its branches. I asked Okabi whether the hunters here had this 
habit of sleeping in the woods, but was told, to my surprise, that this very 
ingenious nest was built by the nshiego-mbouvé, an ape, as I found afterwards, 
which I put in the genus 7roglodytes, and called Troglodytes calvus; an animal 
which had no hair on its head, so Okabitold me. * * I saw many of these 
nests after this, and may as well say here that they are generally built about 
fifteen or twenty feet from the ground, and invariably on a tree which stands 
a little apart from others, and which has no limbs below the one on which 
the nest is placed. I have seen them at the height of fifty feet, but very sel- 
dom. This choice is probably made that they may be safe at night from 
beasts, serpents, and falling limbs. They build only in the loneliest parts of 
the forest, and are very shy, and seldom seen even by the negroes. Okabi, 
who was an old and intelligent hunter, was able to tell me that the male and 
female together gather the material for their nests. This material consists of 
leafy branches with which to make the roof, and vines to tie these branches 
to the tree. The tying is done so neatly, and the roof is so well constructed, 
that until I saw the nshiego actually occupying [his habitation, I could scarce 

rsuade myself that human hands had not built it. It throws off rain per- 
ectly, being neatly rounded at the top for this purpose. The material being 
collected, the male goes up and builds the nest, while the female brings him 
the branches and vines. ‘The male and female do not occupy the same tree, 
but have nests not far apart. From all I have observed, I judge that the 
nshiego is not gregarious. ‘The nests are never found in companies ; and [ 
have seen even quite solitary nests oceupied by very old nshiegos-mbouvé, 
whose silvery hair and worn teeth attested their great age. These seemed 
hermits who had retired frota the nshiego world. 


THE WORKING GIRLS @F LYONS. 
From “ The Workwoman,” by Jules Simon. 

Although the business of a dressmaker, and even that of a milliner, is 
scarcely lucrative, Lyons families have long shown unwillingness to place 
their daughters in factories, Apprentices have been searched for further off. 
When the suburbs no longer furnished them, recourse was had to Dauphiné, 
Provence and Auvergne. In course of time, fathers have become scrupulous, 
and have asked themselves what would become of their daughters in this 
great city. They have discovered that young workwomen not living at home 
during apprenticeship find it difficult to get husbands. As a partial remedy 
for these evils, and to calm these not unreasonable fears, a manufacturer, 
himself brought up in workshops, and become rich by the exercise of mar- 
vellous economy, conceived the idea of building, at a few leagues from Lyons, 
a large establishment, or factory, for the purpose of turning apprenticeship 
into a kind of school. The notion has sueceeded, and there are now several 
houses of the sort. The one at Jujuerieux, for silk, is the oldest; another, at 
La Séauve, is for ribbons; the third, at Tarare, is only a dressing mill joined 
to a plush manufeectory. Young girls, on entering these establishments, sign 
an engagement for three years, exclusive of a month of trial. Workwomen 
are also received by engagements of eighteen months, The rules are in all 
cases very strict. In one of these houses, for example, the hours of work are 
from a quarter-past five in the morning till a quarter-past eight in the even- 
ing. During this time, fifty minutes are allowed in the morning for breakfast 
and making beds, and an hour for dinner, leaving rather more than thirteen 
hours for labor. The day finished, there is supper, then prayers, and every 
oue is in bed by nine o'clock. The apprentices have a right to go out but 
once in six weeks. The only means of elementary instruction carried on 
within the institution appears to be a Sunday-school. This sort of teaching, 
given at intervals to children fatigued by the week’s work, is any thing but 
sa‘isfactory. They would have arranged otherwise in England or Germany. 
a must remark, however, that no children under thirteen are admitted. 
c 1apter V. of the Regulations thus sets forth the employment of Sunday :— 

Sunday is an exceptional day, and we wish to observe it as it ought to be 
observed—that 13 to say, by consecrating it to religion and repose. Lest 
however, weariness should render Sunday more fatiguing than a week-day, 
the exercises will be varied in order that the day may be passed cheerfully 
as well as religiously.” These are, no doubt, excellent principles ; to apply 
them, the morning is divided between religious exercises, a reading and a 
writing class, and a longer time than usual for recreation. From two to three 
the apprentices attend the catechism, after this they hear vespers, and then 
takes place the promenade under the care of the Sisters. This is the great 
pleasure of the day, the end and aim of all the hopes of the week. In sum- 
mer, it is allowed to be prolonged until seven o’clock ; but in winter the 
promenade is uncertain, or else commences at the fall of day, and lasts but a 
short time. If the weather is unfavorable, the walking exercise is replaced by 
a aloud ; but every thing, prayers, meals, amusements, labor, all is 

irected and arranged by the Sisters; the apprentices are never alone, 
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_ whether in the dormitory, the refectory, the workrooms, ete. The workwo- 


men (termed in the Regulations ouvriéres-apprenties) are also compelled to 
abide by these rules, and owe equal obedience to the Sisters. In fact, the 
inmates of the house are as strictly guarded as young girls in a boarding- 
school. ‘The Sisters of Saint Joseph share this duty amongst them in the 
establishments of Jujurieux, Tarare, and La Séauve: at Bourg-Argertal it is 
intrusted to the Sisters of Saint Vineent de Paul, who are said to be very 
indulgent ; but in all these houses the regulations are strictly observed. It 
is most probable that the inmates of these institutions are better fed, better 
lodged, and better cared for in their illnesses than the apprentices and work- 
women of Lyons; but these thirteen hours of labor, the surveillance, the Sun- 
day divided between church and school, and enlivened in fine weather by a 
walk hardly ever commencing till four o’elock in the afternoon, the almost 
absolute interdiction of communication from without—all these constitute a 
régime which one dreads to contemplate. Other young girls have, at all events, 
their Sundays free; a comparative freedom also in the workroom, perhaps a 
walk, or a little chat in the evening after the day’s work. But in these insti- 
tutions the life is very strict and austere for yotng girls of from thirteen to 
eighteen. It is worse than the convent; for it is the convent with the addi- 
tion of thirteen hours of labor. We ask ourselves in what this system differs 
from that of a house of correction? However, the first call met with a hearty re- 
sponse from families and parents, who thus proved that they were not unaware 
of the dangers to which the life in Lyons exposed young female apprentices 
deprived of a parent's care. Although the establishment of these houses is of 
no very long date, it has already been found that young girls more easily find 
husbands on leaving the Jujurieux. 





Few Aublications 
Received at the Office of the AMERICAN PUBLISHERS’ CIRCULAR. 


Rupp & Carteton publish part second of “A Key to the Union Conspir- 
acy,” “The Partisan Leader,” by Beverly Tucker, of Virginia: secretly 
printed in Washington (in the year 1836) by Duff Green, for cireulation in 
the Southern States, but afterwards suppressed. We make an extract from 
the Explanatory Introduction to the first vol.: “Composed in the form of a 
novel, its twin object was to excite the South to rebellion, and to teach how 
to make that rebellion successful. It was ‘a tale of the future,’ and most 
wonderfully is that ‘ future’ fulfilling its predictions. Indeed, the Jeff. Davises, 
Yaneeys, Pryors, Rhetts, Letehers, ete., seem to have done little else than 
servilely to follow out the programme sketched for them in this remarkable 
book. ‘Its author, Professor Beverly Tucker, of William and Mary College, 
Virginia, and but recently deceased, was one of the most trusted friends and 
devoted partisans of Mr. Calhoun, and had he lived till to-day, would have 
witnessed no feeble promise of the cOmplete fulfilment of his own prophecies. 
The circumstances under which ‘The Partisan Leader’ was ushered into ex- 
istence sufficiently indicate its object and character, The manuscript was 
placed in the hands of Mr. Calhoun’s connection and confidant, Dutf Green, 
then proprietor of the Ze/egraph, published in Washington City. It was ae- 
cordingly printed in Green’s office, on ‘Capitol Hill,’ but with a fictitious 
imprint, and a false date of twenty years in advance, because, as is known 
from the best living testimony, Green confessed the book to be ‘Treason.’ 
When the ‘ Partisan Leader’ was commenced in 1836, it was the intention of 
its author to make it a serial, to be issued at frequent intervals, or until the 
whole South should have become impregnated with disunion. But only two 
parts were printed and distributed, because, after the election of Mr. Van 
Buren in November, 1836, the Secession leaders had resolved upon a change 
of programme from open opposition to the Democracy to a close but treach- 
erous connection with it. This was effected under color of a great admiration 
for the sub-treasury feature in the Jackson-Van Buren policy ; at all events, 
Mr. Calhoun and his friends thenceforward held foremost seats in the Demo- 
cratic synagogue. It is remarkable that the revolution thus skilfully pro- 
jected in the Partisan Leader is nowhere in the whole book sought to be 
justified on the grounds of alleged aggressions by the North in respect to 
slavery. Like the abettors of secession on the floors of Congress, Professor 
Tucker seems to have been unable to make out the semblance of a good case. 
After the merest allusion to the grounds for dissolution, he says in one of the 
pages of this book: ‘If any farther account of the causes of the rebellion be 
required, J have none to give. It was through the eyes and hearts of the 
South that conviction entered. Outrage to the laws; outrage to the freedom 
of elections ; outrage to one respected and beloved (Mr, Calhoun), left nothing 
for reason to do.’ It was in the administration of General Jackson that the 
Partisan Leader found or made motives for the disruption of the Confederacy. 
Negro slavery had not then, nor has it now, any necessary connection with 
that design. We close this introduction by appending a quotation from an 
editorial article in the National Intelligencer of January oth, 1851, in which 
the editor, Mr. Gales, had alluded to the remarkable character of this politi- 
eal novel, as furnishing a key to some of the profoundest intricacies in Amer- 
iean politics: ‘No one,’ said Mr. Gales, ‘who has been familiar with the 
topics and tone of the discussions in the South for the last two years, but 
will at once recognize in this fiction—a fiction not at all more strange than 
the reality—the projected shadow of what has already come to pass. From 
that day to this these defeated ‘ partisans’ have spared no pains to make their 
story come true, by diffusing doubts and discontents into the quiet homes as 
well as the political cireles of the South, with a view to bring about a revo- 
lution, which, had their ambition succeeded, would, in its consequences, have 
desolated those homes, broken up those abodes of peace and happiness, and 
devastated the country with the flames of a fierce, unsparing, | unrelent- 
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ing civil war.’ Alas, that the revolution which Mr. Gales supposed to have 
been averted by the passage of the Compromise of 1850, should have been 
brought back upon the pathway of our country by the fatal repeal of the 
Missouri Compromise, the abominations and bloodshed in Kansas, the pro- 
ceeding in the Charleston Convention of last year, and the crowning derelic- 
tions and treason of the Buchanan administration,” 


James G. Gregory has got out ‘ The Officer’s Manual—Napoleon’s Maxims 
of War.” We extract the Preface: ‘‘The publisher has reissued this little 
volume as a publication timely for the occasion. A collection of maxims 
which directed the military operations of the greatest captain of modern 
times, cannot fail to prove of great use to such young officers as really desire 
a knowledge of the art of war. The maxims are illustrated by instances 
drawn from the campaigns of Gustavus Adolphus, Turenne, Frederick, and 
Napoleon. These great men were all governed by the same principles, and 
it is by applying these principles to the perusal of their respective campaigns, 
that every military man will recognize their wisdom, and make such use of 
them hereafter as his own particular genius shall point out. ‘ And here, per- 
haps,’ says the translator, Colonel D’Aguilar, ‘my task might have been con- 
sidered finished; but perceiving how incomplete the collection was alone, I 
have endeavored to supply the deficiency by having recourse for further 
illustration to the memoirs of Montécuculli, and the instructions of Frederick 
to his generals. The analogy of their principles with those of Napoleon, has 
convinced me that the art of war is susceptible of two points of view: one, 
which relates entirely to the acquirements and genius of the general; the 
other, which refers to matters of detail. ‘The first is the same in all ages, 
and with all nations, whatever be the arms with which they fight. Hence 
it follows, that in every age, great commanders have been governed by the 
same principles. The business of detail, on the contrary, is controlled by ex- 
isting circumstances. It varies with the character of a people, and the quality 
of their arms. It is with a view to impress the justice of this remark, that I 
have sought for facts in different periods of hisivry, to illustrate these maxims, 
and to preve that nothing is problematical in war; but that failure and success 
in military operations depend almost always on the natyral genius and science 
of the chief.”
